NEW VARIETIES, PANSIES 
_AND POTATOES 


G D. Clark, ef Edmonton, has been 
experimenting in the guprevement of 
pansies for the past three years. As 
a result he has produced plaats bear- 
ing both twin and double flowers, 
which reprodu*w truo to seed. +The 


Bulletin was shown a photo of one 


of the twin fawers yesterday. ‘The 
flower was evidently very large and 
beautiful. Mr. Clark bas also secur- 
ea" varieties bearing silver markings 
on the flowers; o hers having silvery 
foliage. Tim pansie fs essentially a 
northern flower. It blooms 2arire1 
anu “later than any other garden 
flower, and gives larger blooms apd 
darker colors in northern than m 
southern latitudes. It is very .appro- 
priate that its improvement  sbould 
be the resuli cf effort at Edmonton. 
Mr.Clark bas also originated a va- 
riety of potatoe which scems likely 
to prove of great value. Some years 
ago he began the work by pfanting 
some cf the seed bulbs which grew 
so plentifully on the blue and white 
potatoes, which were a standard var- 
1éty in this district many years ago.

Gut cf the many varieties resuicing 
he has continued the cultivation of 
exe Variety, which in shape, yield and 
flavor is ideal. The color’ is deep pink 
whith becomes a dark Shiney redin 
places. The shape 1s very regalar.

scarecly indented at all. The pota- 
toes form early, and ripen early. For 
Severai Years this variety has given 
new potatoes fit for use on July 1, 
This year they were later, and were 
only fit for uso on July 15. Lasi 
year a quarter of an acre yicidea 300 
bushels, and this year a very htile 
larger area ylelded a very much Jar- 
ger quantiiy. The potatees are very 
ever in size, there being very few 
smali *ones in a hill. This season 
as they wore being dug it waa found 
that a second crop had begun ‘toe 
form in the hills, growing out of the 
fiuse Crop. This, no doubt, was aue
